‘The conference of Governors to con- 
sider the preservation of the national 
resources Las already brought forth 
fruit. The Governors suggested that 
the President appoint a national cea 
servation comiu!ttee to advise him and 
to cooperate with similar bodles in 
the States. Acting on this suggestion, 
Mr. Reosevelt has reappointed his com- 
mission on inland waterways, with 
fone new members to fill vacancies. 
He has also constituted commissions on 
forests, on lands and on minerals, and 
an executive committee to barmonize 
the work of all four bodies. Now we 
may expect to see the growth of the 
sentiment that the minerals, lands, for- 
ests and waters of the country are na- 
tional wealth, In the conservation of 





which the whole nation has an tn- 
terest, whether they belong to private 
citizens or not. It is that sort of sen- 
thment which will be a guarantee 
against want and barrenness In the dis 
tant future. 


Leading physicfans have declared at 
international congresses on consumption 
that really effective warfare on the 
great white plague involves compulsory 
notification and registration laws or or- 
dinances. Much can be done, not a Iit- 
tle has been done in the last two or 
three years, by education and “moral 
suasion,” but, after all, contend these 
experts, the world must come to the 
use of the same degree of compulsion 
in {ts fight on tuberculosis that bas 
been found neceasary in the handling of 
other dreaded Infectious and communi- 
cable diseases. In other words, the 
health authorities and the medical pro- 
fession must hare the courage of their 
opinion and work for the adoption of 
drastic measures of prevention. It Is 
significant that the New York Legis 
lature bas passed a bill—which Gov- 
ernor Hughes has signed—embodying at 
least the principle of compulsion, The 
new act marks a step forward. It pro- 
vides that every physician in the State 
shal! report to the local authorities the 
name, age, occupation, place of employ- 
ment and address of every person 
known by him to have consumption. The 
report must be made within twenty- 
four hours, and the record is to be kept 
secret. In case of the vacation of any 
premises by a person suffering from 
consumption, or of the death of such » 
patient, the physician In charge or the 
owner or occupant of the premises must 
notify the health board of the fact, and 
the premises sre not to be occuplel 
again until they have been disinfected 
and cleansed. In case the orders of the 
health beard cre disobeyed that body 
may post a placard on the premises con- 
taining the following notice: ‘Tuber- 
culosis {s a communicable disease. 
These apartments have been occupled 
by a consumptive and may be Infected. 
They must not be occupied until the cr- 
der of the health officer directing thelr 
disinfection or renovation has been com 
plied with. This notice must not be 
removed under the penalty of the law 
jexcept by the health officer or others 
duly authorized" There are other pro 
visions In the act for the prevention of 
infection through careless habits, noti- 
fication of the recovery of persons, etc.

Meantime an edu- 
cational campaign will doubtless be | 
necessary to remove opposition to the 
compulsory notification feature among 
the more ignorant elements of the popu- 
lation.

TOGO NEAR TO SUICIDE. 





Rather than Obey Emperor Against | 
His Judgment, He Would Die. 

It seems that there was a decided dif- 
ference of opinion among the military 
and naval authorities at Toklo as to 
the Intentions of Admiral Rojestvensky, 
who came out from Cronstadt with 
the great fleet of Russian ships. Most 
of them belleved that he had instruc- 
tions to attack the southern coast of 
Japan and divert attention from the 
struggle in Manchurta and the siege of 
Port Arthur. They were convinced that 
he would attack Kobe and Yokohama 
and other ports and try to reach Toklo. 
If he failed there they expected him 
to sail up the eastern coast and at- 
tack Hakalate. At any rate, they were 
absolately certain that he would not 
ruu the risk of almost certain destruc- 
thon by entering the China sea or try 
to pass through the straits between Ja- 
pan and Korea, where Togo lay in con- 
cealment walting to pounce upon him. 

This conviction was so positive that 
the council of war at Tokio, which was 
composed of cabinet ministers, veteran 
generals and admirals, and that nota- 
ble group known as “the older states- 
men,” ordered Togo to come out of his 
lalr and patrol the southern coast, so as 
to be near by when the attack came 
Togo remonstrated. He was convinced 
that Rojestvensky had come from the 
west to vindicate the Russian navy and 
not to Invade a fortified coast, His ar- 
guments were carnest, but they had no 
welght with the Tokio authorities, and 
he was again ordered to come down to 
defend the coast. To their amazement 
he refused to obey, and they finally 
appealed to the Emperor, who, at their 
solicitation, repeated the order. 

It !s a tradition In Japan that no 
man ever disoteyed an order of the 
Emperor. who is descended from the 








gods, who Is himself divine, and the 
[highest object of reverence. Hence. 
when Togo recelved Instructions from 
his majesty to abandon the strategic an- 
chorage he had chosen and crulse down 
along the southern coast to awalt the 
| mysterious fleet of the enemy, be called 
| Lis captains together and lald the facts 
[before them, He told them that the 
| information he bad recelved from his 
}scouts and sples, as well as his own 
| judgment, convinced him that the Rus- 
| sian fleet was Intending to attack him 
lin the Straits of Korea, and he had de- 
| cided to awalt It there, notwithstand- 
jing the orders of the Mikado. He fully 
lappreciated the significance and real- 
lized the penalty of such unheard of 
disobedience, but he belleved that his 
majesty had acted npon mistaken infor- 
mation, and he was willing to accept 
| the responsibility of disobeylng his or- 


the fate, of Japan was at stake. He 
Aid not ask any of his captains to share 
the awful responsibility with bim. 
Those who declined to do so would be 
relieved of their commands by men who 
were willing to make the sacrifice. To 
those who would stay by him In de 
flance of the Emperor he would be ac- 
cordingiy grateful. He gave them 
twenty-four hours to think the matter 
over and consult among themselves. 

The captains were so overcome with 
amazement at the audacity and the 
enormity of the offense proposed by 
their commander that they made no re. 
ply. Many of them left the flagship 
suspecting that he had lost his reason. 
Even to suggest or to think of doubt- 
ing the wisdom or of disobeying the 
sacred volce of the Emperor was the 
highest trenson. and here was Togo de 
| berately determined to defy It. As 
may be imagined, nothing else was dis- 
cussed or even entered the thoughts of 
the captains that day, but they were 
careful that the cause of thelr anxtety 
| should not become known to thelr sub- 
ordinates. They had no conference, for 
none was necessary, The mind of every 
man was made up from the moment 
that Togo mentioned his purpose. Not 
one of them hesitated for an itostant 
as to the course he should pursue, and 
when they met In the admiral’s cabin 
on the fisgsbip the next morning there 
Was po controversy, bo explanations, no 
Ufference of opinion. 

As Togo called them one ofter anoth- 
er he found himself unsupported, and 
when he asked thelr opinion they told 
him that they did not believe he could 
find a single officer upon any of his 
ships who would stand with him 
against the orders of the Emperor. 
They laid thelr swords upon his table 
and resigned their commands. 

With tears rolling down his weather- 
beaten cheeks, Togo asked them to re 
consider thelr decision. He argued 
with them for an bour, giving the rea- 








sons why he believed the Russian fleet 


was coming up the Straits of Korea, 
and every captain heartily Indorsed his 
judgment, but the Emperor had spoken, 
and they must obey him, right or 
wrong. There was no alternative. 
Togo asked them what they would do 
in his place, if the responsibility was 
upon them. They answered with one 
volce: 

“Obey the Emperor.” 

IIe dismissed them sadly, again af- 
firming his determination to meet and 
fight the Russians In the straits even 
if he had to meet them alone, and 
asked them to return for a final con- 
ference the following morning. 

They met again, as before, even more 
determined than at the previous coun- 
ells, and, fuding himself without a sin- 
gle supporter or sympathizer, Togo an- 
nounced his Intention to solve bis dl- 
lemma by taking his own life. His 
Judgment as a sailor, his consclence as 
AQ patriot, would not permit bim to 
abandon the spot which he had chosen 
for an attack upon the Russians, and 
his reverence for his sovereign would 
not permit him to disobey his majesty’s 
orders, although he was confident they 
were wrong. Therefore he would re- 
Neve the situation by suicide, and the 
next in command must assume the re- 
sponsibtiity of carrying out the Em- 
peror’s orders. 

The admiral's farewell to his com- 
mand was Interrupted by an orderly, 
who brought the news that Rojest- 
vensky’s ships had been sighted, and 
fn a short hour every captain was at 
his post and the line of battle had been 
formed. The result Is well known, 

After the war was over and the ad- 
miral returned to Toklo to recelve the 
honors he had so richly earned, he 
asked a private audience of his sov- 
erelgn and frankly related the story of 
his disloyalty that I have so tamely 
told. None but the two men know what 
Was sald at that Interview, but It was 
satisfactory to both.—Willlam E. Cur 
tls, in the Chicago Record-Herald. 


OAK AND PINE. 
The Valae and Usefulness of These 
Classes of Woods, 

Though generally assumed that oak 
is the wood capable of being put to the 
greatest variety of uses, It Is known, ag 
a matter of fact, that the pine Is really 
the most used, on account of Its great 
abundance. Nevertheless, the timber of 
the oak combines tn Itself the essential 
elements of strength and durability, 
hardness and elasticity In a degree 
which no other tree can boast, unrival- 
ed as @ materlal of shipbullding, also 
superior In architecture, cabinetmak- 
ing, carving, mill work, cooperage and 
innumerable other purposes, while the 
bark is of great value as furnishing 
tan and ylelding a bitter extract In con- 
tinual demand for medicinal purposes. 

But of uses for the pine detalls would 
be well nigh endless. The tluber ts {n- 
valuable tn houses and ship carpentry; 
common turpentine Is extracted from I¢ 
fn vast quantities, and immense sup- 
ples of tar, pitch, resin and lampblack, 
In the manufacture of matches, and, 
above all, paper pulp, thousands and 
tens of thousands of acres of pine for- 
ests are cut down every year, and, 
briefly, the timber of this tree, constl- 
tuting as It does the chief material of 
English and American builders, may be 
sald to be more used than all other 
kinds of wood put together,

reservoir and then forces {t Into the 
filter formed by the tree trunk. As 
soon as a certain pressure is reached 
the water Is seen at the end In from one 
to three minutes, according to the kind 
of wood used. It makes {ts exit from 
}the other extremity of the trunk at 
first In drops and then In fine streams, 
the water thus filtered being drinkable. 
freed, !n fact, from every particle of 
the salty taste. 


As long ago as the thirteenth century 
a Chinese named Ye-Jjin-yang, discov- 
ered a method of inducing the forma- 
tion of pearls In the Chinese riyer mus- 
sels. The mussels were gently opened, 
and small pellets, usually of clay, {n- 
serted. The mussels were then placed 
in about two feet of running water. At 
the end of two or three years, says a 
writer in the Manchester Guardian, 
they were again opened, when it was 
often found that nacreous matter had 
been deposited oh the pellets, forming 
pearls, millions of which are sold in 
China. The most curious pearls repre- 
sent the form of a small seated image 
of uBddha. The figures are cast in 
thin lead or stamped on tin, and in- 
serted In the mussel, instead of the or- 
dinary pellets. When covered with the 
pearl-forming matter they become ob- 
jects of great veneration to the people,

Geological and 

surveys have now been made of 
|coal areas in Alaska covering about 
}12,000 square miles. These areas 
include deposits ranging from lig 
nite and low grade bituminous coal | 
to the highest grades of bituminous, 
coking and anthracite coal. 
is, however, known to exist in the 
}comparatively unexplored regions 
of the territory, estimated by Mr. 
Brooks at approximately cne quar- 
ter of ite entite area, and it may, 
as stated, be present in commer- 
lcially valuable deposits.
